THE HOMESTEAD 
LAW. 


One Hundred and Sixty Instead of 


Eighty Acres. ' 


The following is the Homestead act in- 


troduced by Mr. Kidder and approved 
March 3d: 
Be it enacted l>y tfie Senate and House of 


Representatives of the United States of 
America, in Congress1 assembled: 
That from and alter the passage of this 


act, the even sections withia the limits of 
any grant of public lands to any railroad 
company, or to any military road com- 
pany, or to any State in aid" of any rail- 
road or military road, shall be open to 
settlers under the homestead laws to the 
extent of one hundred and sixty acres to. 
each settler, and any person who has, un- 
der existing laws, taken a homestead on 
any even section within the limits of any 
railroad or military road land-grant, and 
who, 
by existing laws shall have been re- 


stricted to eighty acres, may enter under 
the homestead laws #n additional eighty 
acres adjoining the land embraced in his 
original entry, if such additional land be 
subject to entry; or if such peison so elect, 
he may surrender his entry to the United 
States for cancellation, and thereupon be 
entitled to enter lan^Js unde/ the home- 
stead laws the same as if the surrendered 
entry had pot been made. And any per- 
son so making additional entry of eighty 
acres, or new entiy after the*surrender and 
cancellation of his eriginal entry, shall be 
permitted to do so without payment of 
fees and commissions; and the residence 
and cultivation of such person upon and 
of the land embraced in his original entry 
shall be considered residence and cultiva- 
tion for the same length of time upon any 
of the land embraced in his additional or 
n"w entry, and shall be deducted from the 
fiveyeais' residence and cultivation re- 
quired by law • Provided, That in no case 
shall patent issue upon an additional or 
new homestead entiy under this act until 
the person has actually, and-'m conformity 
with the homestead laws, occupied, resided 
upon, and cultivated the land " embraced 
therein at least one year.

Six wholesome, fruit^ 
less hours were passed in laborious argu- 
ment to convince him that the time for in- 
terviewing had come, and at length he 
gave me permission to publish this statc*- 
mentt "It looks as if I were defeated, t

But this {Statement i may seem to de- 


mand something like an explanation, 
which iriay be made as follows: The 


view of a 


successful production of wheat whether 
soft or bard, requires, so far as the soil 
is concerned, three or four essential 
things,among which are a certain amount 
of phosphoric acid, and its combination 
of lime and magnesia. Some soils have 
tnem in abundance for the first five or 
six crops, and such are the wheat soil of 
the northwest. After that number has 
been taken off, the supply begins to get 
exhausted and show it in diminished 
crops, so that in twenty or twenty-five 
years the average yield is reduced from 
twenty bushels ..o less than a quarter of 
it. This is what has happened in north- 
ern Illinois, and will doubtless happen 
in the now famous spring wheat regions 
of Minnesota and Dakota. 


But while the soils above referred to 


are not exhausted of nitrogen to the ex- 
tent of causing failure in wheat produc- 
tion, they are of phosphoric acid and the 
lime and magnesia combination; these 
mineral substances being found to a lim- 
ited extent only in them, and these lands, 
after having on^-e failed to produce wheat, 
cannot be made to yield it again until 
after being fertilized or subjected to a 
long season of fallow. But if the soils 
of the spring wneat region are deficient 
in the mineral constituents above refer- 
red to, those of the lower winter wheat 
region of Missouri, Illinois and Indiana 
are rich in them, and so rich are they 
that in some districts for weeks, and 
sometimes months, in the rainy and 
winter season, the surface waters are 
milkly and turbid with these substances 
held in Suspension. Here hard wheats 
have been grown for fifty years or more, 
since the crops of 1876 and 1877 were the 
best in quality ever made; but neverthe- 
less on one condition, and that is that the 
supply of nitrates must be kept up, eith- 
er by the use of stable manure, or plowing 
hay, or straw, or green crops under. I 
recollect distinctly something said by 
your venerable and enlightened corres- 
pondent, Hon. Levi Bartlet of New 
Hampshire, in reference to the value of 
some of the salts of magnesia for the suc- 
cess of the wheat crop, and I am con- 
vinced, from \vfat I have seen of wheat- 
growing for tne past two or three years, 
that the salts do play an essential part in 
the production ot hard wheat, and a part 
out of all proportion in importance to the 
small amount found m any and all parts 
of the mature wheat plant. 


Ijn course o1' last year's correspondence 


I frequently wrote of the splendid ap- 
pearance and quality of the wheat grown 
in Efiingham county and that neighbor- 
hood, and atfc ibuted much of the excel- 
lence of the grain there produced to the 
character of t ie soil, which gave every 
evidence of b sing extraordinarily rich in 
the mineral substances above mentioned. 
Since that time, and within the last few 
months, a firm of millers in that county, 
becoming aware of' the exceptional ex- 
cellence of the wheat grown in that 
neighborhood), have sought to manufac- 
ture a brand of fit ur equal in every way 
to the raw material; and the result is an 
article- of such excellence that it equals, 
and in some respects excels, the high- 
priced and fancy brands made in St. 
Louis and its neighborhood for the eastern 
markets, and; sold for $8 and $3 a barrel 
more. 


In concluding these paragraphs on the 


always important if not interesting sub- 
ect of wheat production, I should like to 
put on record the fact that very gicat 
progress has! been made in the manufac- 
ture of bread sold by bakers since a few 
years—that progress amounting to so 
much that o ue may truly say that good 
bread is as c ommon now as ten years &go 
poor bread, i >r even bad bread, was. This 
improvement is partly due to more skill- 
ful and rational processes of milling, 
party to the more careful and conscien 
tious cultivation of better varieties, and 
partly and perhaps mostly, to the ex 
traordinary 
excellence of the bread 


furnished to the public by the Vienaa 
and other bakery establishments at the 
Centennial. 


Preparatlo n for 


Superficiality, says The Western Rural, 


is an American fault in thepreparation ot 
the individual for the duties of life. Our 
colleges as a whole are not thorough 
enough in their courses of instruction; 
our young men enter upon the practice of 
the so-called learned professions with a 
very imperfect preparation. Law schools 
and medical schools are annually turning 
out members of these professions, in 
armies, who are almost as unqualified for 
their business as they would be for a 
business that they had never even thought 
of; and as to the farm, no preparation at 
all is thought to be necessary among a 
a very large ' class. 
Our agricultural 


colleges ana schools have done something 
to correct this error, and so far as they 
have devoted themselves to the accom- 
plishment of the legitimate object for 
which they were created—the making of 
competent farmers, they are worthy of all 
commendation. By connecting education 
with labor, and seeking to have them go 
band in band, they have been of incal- 
culable benefit. But while these institu- 
tions have been doing a great deal in this 
direction, the agricultural press of the 
country has done much more, and con- 
sidering them as a real and thorough 
educator, the farming community owes it 
to itself to see that agricultural papers 
are well sustained. But more than any- 
thing else, perhaps, necessity in the older 
portions ot the country has been the 
partial cause of an increase of intelligence 
in agriculture. The East has, to some 
extent, felt the needs which the farmers 
of England feel. The natural fertility of 
the soil having been exhausted, and the 
eastern farmer being compelled to com- 
pete with those on the vast prairies of 
the west, it has been found necessary to 
till the soil more scientifically; or with 
the lessons which experience has taught 
many ^va comer west- and nave been 
growing constantly in intelligence. What-
